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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a wardrobe accessory system comprising 
accessories to be attached to one specific type of garment, classified in 
class 2, subclass 244. 

II. Claim 18, drawn to a wardrobe accessory system comprising accessories 
to be attached to all of a pant, skirt, jacket, purse and footwear garments, 
classified in class 2, subclass 243.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions group I and group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of group I 
has separate utility such as the accessories are not required on a plurality of different 
types of garments as is required in group if. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Election of Species 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

A) Pant garment (claims 4-6) 
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B) Skirt garment (claims 7 and 8) 

C) Jacket garment (claims 9-12) 

D) Purse garment (claims 13-15) 

E) Footwear garment (claims 16 and 17) 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
